When the term “Ad- 
vent” was first used, it referred 
especially to the birth of Christ, and 
so the Advent season was a time of 
preparation for Christmas. Yet as we 
read the history of the Church, we 
find the word “Advent” used in a 
wider sense, that is, in reference to 
the coming of Christ in general. This 
is why the Advent lessons refer to 
the second coming of Christ and to 
the Day of Judgment. With it was also 
connected the notion of the coming 
of the Kingdom of Heaven, and 
corresponding to the number four of 
the Sundays which afterwards be- 
came general, the idea of the quad- 
ruple coming—in the flesh, in the 
mind, in death, in majesty. 


In the medieval church the season 
of Advent was a time of fasting and 
repentance, so that one finds in it 
John the Baptist as the Forerunner 
and the preacher of repentance.

HARLOW PLAN REDESIGNED 


The new Lutheran church at Harlow 
will have a hall beside, not within, the 
church building, according to the revised 
plans submitted by the architect, Mr. 


C. W. Fowler of Westminster, to the 
Executive Council. The original plan, 
submitted in July 1960, proposed a 


church-cum-hall and parsonage for the 
half-acre site in Bush Fair shopping 
centre. Tenders ranged from £31,890 to 
£32,847. The new scheme calls for a 
church reduced in dimensions and for an 
independent hall alongside the church, 
total all-in cost £25,000. At their 20 
November meeting, the Executive Coun- 
cil responded favourably to the revised 
plans which will now have to be discussed 
with Harlow Lutheran congregation and 
with local public authorities. 

A half-yearly financial report was given 
by the Treasurer, Mr. James Taylor, and 
his assistant, Mr. A. Brooke, to the Coun- 
cil on 30 October. Expenditure in subsi- 
dized congregations and missions for the 
first six months was in accordance with 
the budget, but offerings, in some cases, 
were falling behind. 

In both the 30 October and 20 Nov- 
ember meetings, Councillors heard pro- 
gress reports on Plymouth. Five sites, 
two of them on public land, three on 
private, have been selected as suitable for 
Lutheran church location. From Petts 
Wood, the Council heard that site nego- 
tiations with Orpington Urban District 
Council were going ahead and _ that 
Christ Church members were preparing 
themselves for their own building pro- 
gramme by visiting many _ post-war 
churches. 

Relationships between the Polish Luth- 
eran Church in Britain and the ELCE 
were also discussed. Pastor Pearce 
reported on the latest inter-church visit 
at Nottingham, where he spoke to the 
members of the Polish congregation of 
Pastor F, Arlt. Pastor..Pearce was also 
asked to accept the invitation to the 
Pastoral Conference of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Free Church of Germany in 
Allendorf near Giessen from 28-30 Novy- 
ember, and a preaching engagement at 
St. Trinity Lutheran Church, Brussels, on 
3 December. Both were felt to be in the 
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interests of closer ties with churches 
the Continent who were in fellows! 
with the ELCE.
